Under the armistice Turkey, like Bulgaria, unconditionally sur- 


rendered. Besides opening the Dardanelles to the allies Turkey agreed 


to help remove all mine fields, give the allies information regarding 


German mines in the Black Sea, release all allied prisoners of war 


as well as all interned or imprisoned Armenians and to immediately 


demobilize her army. 
Turkey surrenders all her war ships, gives the 


allies permission to occupy strategic points in Turkey, free use of 


all Turkish waters to all allied ships and denial of this to the centra» I 
powers. .She will evacuate all occupied territory and turn over her 


wireless, telegraph and cable stations to the allies. 
All Austro-Ger- 


mam, naval, military and civilians, will be evacuated from Turkish 


territory within one month.
